When the first issue of debentures were sold, the people 
of the district wére not given an opportunity to purchase 
debentures as the board needed the money in a hurry. 
The whole issue was bought in two separate lots which 
made a total of $185,000. This time while the board does 
need the money in as short a time'as possible, they feel 
- that by giving the residents a chance at purchasing these 

new debentures they perform a service to the local 
ratepayers. After all, why should the 4% interest leave 
the district if it can stay at home. Once the interest mon- 
ey leaves it likely will never return. . : 


There are 57 municipal hospitals in the province to 
date. Since the formation of the first Municipal Hospital 
District in 1919, there has never been a default on any 
debenture. This in itself is somewhat of a record, The 
Wainwright district has the money, so has other districts, 
This has been proven in the past through Victory Loans. 
For the Stettler hospital more than $100,000 of a $150,000 
debenture issue was all bonght up locally. Taber hospi- 
tal was all built with local money. Didsbury, Ponoka, 
Olds, all these towns built hospitals with local money. 
If they can do it Wainwright can at least find a paltry 
sum like $20,000. 


From reading the above one might gather that it was 
impossible to sell the debentures elsewhere. This is not 
the case, The latest issue of debenutres can be sold in 
Edmonton tomorrow, and will have to be if not. suffic- 
ient action is taken locally. However, the hospital board 
feel that they can do the people of the district a favor by 
giving them an opportunity to purchase something that 
yields a good return for their money, as well as keeping 
the money ‘in the district. 


If you are interested in buying one or more debentures 
it will pay you to, contact the hospital secretary, or see 
any member of the board. They can give*yon the full de- 
tails. In so doing you will be providing the finishing 
touches to a hospital second to none in Western Canada 
and we will have it right in our own surroundings.

WATER AND SEWERAGE SURVEY 


Ata recent meeting of the executive of the Wainwright 
and District Board of Trade, the matter of operating a 
public opinion survey came up for discussion. The topic 
of the survey, ‘‘Are you in favor of installing water and 
sewerage in the town at the new cost figure?’’ 


While the disenssion was too-varied to record, the 
matter did boil down to the fact that the members of the 
B. of T. are planning to conduct a survey of opinion in 
the town in the near future. The idea is to find out the 
wishes of the taxpayer and renter as to the matter. 


The latest estimate of gost is in the neighborhood of 
the $250,000 figure and while this is much higher than 
the original cost of $194,000 back in 1944-45, the number 
of consumers has increased proportionally from a mini- 
mum of 150 to a likely 250, On the new estimated cost of 
$250,000 and 250 users, the average cost would be ap- 
proximately $5.00 to $6.00 per month per householder for 
everything. This would include the water and sewerage 
charge frontage tax, meter rental, ete. for a period of 
one year. While the figures given above. can only be 
taken as an estimate, they are presumed to be accurate. 

If there is enough interest shown in the survey the B. 
of T. plan on making the facts known to the Town Coun- 
cil so that they might decide as to whether to proceed 
with the plans on hand or wait until the price is.lower 
than at todays level. 0 Eg 


Not that a survey of opinion will start the ditchers or 
the graders moving into the town tomorrow, but rather 
a gallop poll could be used as a basis for further actions. 


At the present time we are not‘aware when the survey 
will be taken, but it is presumed that it will start in the 
very near future. Therefore, if you find some person 
snooping around asking question’ regarding the water 
and sewer, don’t be alarmed. It likely will be a member of 
the B. of T. finding out the facts. The questions he will 
ask, and the answers that you will give will be interest 
ing to see. What ever the outcome, Wainwright needs 
water and sewer as never before. This might be a step in 
the right direction of procuring same.

Justice Changes — 

The “new look” hit one of the old- 
est and most considered documents 
in Canadian law—the criminal code. 
Its amendment adopted in the Com- 
mons meant a number of major chan- 


ges in the administration of justice | 


in Canada, 

For instance, sex maniacs, techni- 
cally known as criminal sexual psy- 
chopaths, now could be sent to pen- 
itentiary for an indefinite period — 
for life if necessary—after convic- 
tion of a sex crime. 

A mientally-deranged mother, who 
destroys her child after birth, now 
wil] be punishable up to three years’ 
imprisonment. Formerly a parent was 
either charged with murder or man- 
slaughter, 

Intimidation in order to extract 
funds now may be a crime punishable 
by law, This would cover cases where 
Communists were reported to have 
made threats to injure relatives of 
Canadians abroad when requésts for 
contributions were not forthcoming. 

One of the most important changes 
is that of dealing with libel. A per- 
gon charged with conspiracy to pub- 
lish a defamatory libel will be subject 
to trial only in the province in which 
he lives or in which the libel is pub- 
lished, It would prevent a recurrence 
of a recent libel case where the pub- 
lisher and a writer of New Liberty 
magazine in Toronto were ‘brought 
to appear in an, Edmonton, Alberta, 
court on such a charge. 

However, although 40 amendments 
to the criminal code were adopted, 
there were none to ban lurid crime 
comics from Canadian homes, Jus- 
tice Minister Isley agreed that these 
publications were a “shocking” 
abuse of the freedom of the press but 
said it would be difficult to restrict 
their circulation.

In another phase of parliamentary 
activity, consideration was given a 
suggestion by a Toronto organiza- 
tion, the Committee for a. Bill of 
Rights, to amend the British North 
America Act. The suggested amend- 
ment would give Canadians a new 
bill of freedom and rights somewhat 
along the lines of its counterpart in 
thé United States.

This internation- 
al agreement provides for the sale of 
wheat by three wheat-growing na- 
tions—Canada, United States and 
Australia—-selling wheat to more 
than 30 other countries at a maxi- 
mum price of $2 per bushel over the 
next 5 years and a minimum price of August to take up his new duties on

GENERAL RULES FOR TREATMENT OF FRACTURE 


1. Attend to the fracture on the spot. No matter how crowded the thoroughfare, or how short the distance 
to a more convenient or comfortable place, no attempt must be made to move the patient until the limb 
has: been rendered as immovable as practicable by splints or other means of restraint, unless life is in 
danger from some other cause. | 
2. en haemorrhage accompanies a fracture 
clean dressing. ; ‘ ; } 
3. Steady Sad support the injured limb’so that its further movement on the part of either the patient or the 
bystanders is prevented, : BS oe ‘ 
4. With great care and without using force place the limb in as natural a position as possible. The scope of 
the First-Aider in the treatment of fractures is not necessarily to set the fracture accurately, but to main- 
tain the broken ends in a fixed positien so that they shall not cause further injury to the tissues around 
them. 
5. Apply splints, bandages and slings when necessary, The splints must firm, and long enough to keep 
the joints immediately above and below the fractured bone at rest. Ample width is very desirable in a 
splint. A splint may be improvised from a broom or brush handle, piece of wood, paper firmly folded, or, in 
fact, anything that is firm long and wide enough. W hen these are not available, the body itself may be 
used as @ splint, and the upper limbs may be fixed in various ways to it. The lower limbs may be fastened 
to one another. A general method for dealing with any fracture of the Sper limb is carefully to remove 
the coat if possible; straighten the limb by gentle and steady extension; bend the elbow and lay the limb 
against the chest with the hand just touching the opposite shoulder. The hand may be fixed in this position 
by a ban looped round the wrist and tied around the neck, taking care that there is no constriction at 
the wrist. The limb is then bound firmly to the chest by a broad bandage or similar method, the coat re- 
laced and buttoned over the fractured. limb. This method may also be used for fractures of the shoulder-. 
lade and collar-bone. In- the lower limb, if no splinting facilities are available, extend the broken limb 
and tie the ankles and feet together with a figure-of-8 bandage. If pedding fs available, pad between the 
legs. Fasten the knees together with a broad bandage. Bandage above and below the fracture.
